Product evaluation 


Hi-Point Baruffaldi 
Goggles

Hi-Point Racing Products is.a company that 
provides high quality gear for riders. John 
Penton, of Penton and KTM motorcycle fame, 
16 was one of the founding fathers of the dirt bike 





phenomenon in the United 
States, and somewhere along the 
line, he also created Hi-Point 
Racing Products. 

Some people who make aftermarket 
goodies for the motorcycle product 
consumer do not ride, let alone race, 
motorcycles. This loss of personal 
expertise leads to some fairly strange 
products on the market, the Hi-Point 
Baruffaldi goggles not being one of 
them. Baruffaldi should be considered 
as a fine piece of racing equipment for 
people who want and use the best. 


Because everyone who rides an off- ~ 


road bike is not a professional, we run 
our tests more or less for the average 
person who buys a piece of gear and 
would like a lot of. service from it, 
without “spending time at his local 


. goody store trying to get his money 


back and a lot of off-the-wall sales talk 
when he would rather be riding. With 
this attitude in mind we checked out 
the Baruffaldi’s and this is what we 
came up with. 

The Baruffaldi goggles are 
imported from Italy and show the 
good design and craftsmanship found 
in better Italian products. We 
discovered the Baruffaldi goggles 
during one phase of our never-ending 
study of helmets. Problems occur 
when a helmet study takes place. For 
example, one particular set of goggle 
and face mask system will not work 
with all helmets, helmet sizes, shape of 
face, dust, mud, glasses, big noses, 
warts...all kinds of situations have to 
be considered when goggles are use. 

We use three different test riders, all 
having different needs. Among the 
three, it was unanimous that, in a 
professional-use category, the 
Baruffaldis were the most flexible for 
helmet changes out of the (16) various 
types tested. This means that it will fit 
a lot of hats where as some more 
popular products would not work. 

The Baruffaldi racing goggles fit 
very well inside a Simpson, Bell Moto 
III and Electro. The extra time it takes 
to insert the Baruffaldi in the current 
trick this month, rock guard type 
helmets, requires a little patience and 
adjustment, but what doesn’t? The 
extra 10 seconds it takes to make a 
good goggle adjustment has saved a 
few from the old DNF. If you have 
ever thrown your goggles away during 
a race and could not find them when it 
was all over, you know what I mean. 


Baruffaldi has avery broad lens and 
enough depth in the goggle to 
accommodate most eyeglass wearers. 
The Baruffaldis are built for 
protection and the ultimate in 
comfort. 

The goggles, designed to seal 
against the face, use a unique, tiny 
adjustment strap located at the end of 
the head band where thé band enters 
the goggle frame. This feature is 
incorporated with tension tabs 
(plastic), which make another 
adjustment that will spread the head 
band out and away from the helmet. 
The head band is generous both in 
width and length and will fit securely 
on even the largest helmet sizes. The 
band is attached with rivets to the 
goggle frame which prevents the band 
from tearing out as we found in some 
goggles tested. 

The frame itself is a soft plastic with 
a rib structure using two layers of 
closed cell foam for ventilation and 
face support. The contact area around 
the eyes and the bridge of the nose is 
made with chamois. This. thin layer 
absorbs perspiration and at the same 
time eliminates irritation and prevent 
the goggles from shifting around on 
the face. The chamois and thick foam 
backing is comfortable. The chamois 
is expensive and the cost was not 
spared in the final product. 

The front of the goggle unit has a 





feature that was found only in the 
Baruffaldis, a vinyl nose flap that 
prevents dust particles from entering 
the goggles, acts as a pad between the 
goggle and face mask when attached 
and will offer some protection to the 
bridge of the nose when worn without 
the face guard. You can appreciate 
this added piece of vinyl as small as it 
is, if you have ever been hit on the nose 
with your head tilted down during a 
roost. The flap works with the rock 
guard helmets, either of the 
permanent or detachable type, like the 
Iron Jaw, for example. ` 

The goggle has a unique lens which 
serves several purposes. There are a 
variety of lenses to choose from; clear, 
smoke, amber, yellow and green. All 
have two small snaps built onto the 
lens to carry the tearoffs which also 
carry a snap and are attached directly 
to the lens itself. The only problem 
encountered with the Baruffaldis was 
that the tearoffs don’t work that well. 
Same old story: Pull one, you get ’em 
all, The tearoffs can be fixed so they 
will work with a little extra effort on 
your part. 

The lens has been a problem with 
most goggles. It comes out easily, but 
trying to get it back in is a pain-in-the- 
butt. Not so with the Baruffaldi. 
There’s a guide tab at each end of the 
lens, and they snap right in and stay 
secure. Depending on how sanitary 
you are with your goggles, this feature 
can save a lot of time and trouble, and 
it gives incentive to keep the lens-very 
clean. 

Fogging is no problem with this 
system. We were very skeptical at first, 
since. everyone claims “no fog.” But 
the Baruffaldis came through. with 
clear lenses every time. The chamois 
helps prevent this problem along with 
the ventilation properties of the goggle 
frame. Enough fresh air is allowed to 
flow through. 

The face mask is three-part and very 
trick-looking. The mask itself is made 
from a heavy gauge, clear vinyl with a 
wire mesh built in to prevent distortion 
and shattering. It's very strong. The 
wire ends were not clean-cut on our 
test goggles, but with a small points 
file can be knocked off quickly leaving 
a clean edge. This detail could use a 
little extra care at the manufacturer. 

The mask which has 53 quarter- 
inch air holes to channel plenty of air 
to the face and mouth. It has a 
detachable, washable, two stage filter 
that is very effective because of its 
design. The rider breathes through 
nose and mouth and receives clean air 
from the formed channel in the front 
which holds the two-part filter system 
with foam and wire mesh and large 
rivets. The mask is hung from a four 
rivet-and-snap attachment at the 
lower part of the goggle frame. Easy 
on and easy off, a very important 
feature if you wear a couple of 
different helmets. 

The Baruffaldis would be considered 
expensive by normal standards. The 
goggle and mask together cost $25.50 
retail, but if all the good features are 
considered it's cheap. i 

As I have tried to imply, you get a 
lot for your money. If properly cared 
for, like any other good piece of 
equipment, they will last a long time. 
The ones we used were tested for two 
months at least three times a week, 
and they still look good and do the job. 

Our Baruffaldis were dried, cleaned 
and stored in a soft bag each time they 
were used. They should last a year. 

Roger DeCoster’s name is on the 
box, and “The Man” is very particular 
about what he endorses. He says he 
wears the Baruffaldis because they're 
the best. Usually the older guys know 
what ‘good’ is all about. 

The Baruffaldis come in black, 
blue, red or white with filter to match 
goggle color, tearoffs included. ®

Addressing the noise problem 


EPA proposed 
noise controls

WASHINGTON, DC, MAY 3 


In an informal briefing on the Environmental 
Protection Agency’s (EPA) proposed noise 
regulations, Representative Bill Goodling (D- 
PA), American Motorcyclist Association 


Director of Government Rela- 
tions Ed Youngblood, and 
AMF/Harley-Davidson Chair- 
man John Davidson addressed 
congressmen and staff members of the 
United States House of Representa- 
tives. 


Attendees consisted mainly of staff 
members, and only two congressmen - 
Rep. Ralph Walker (D-PA) and Good- 
ling. No members of local or national 
press attended. 

Rep. Goodling, the sponsor of this 
meeting, opened it with a short speech 
which follows in part: “In my district 
in particular, after Three Mile Island 
and the devastating results econo mical- 
ly that may happen in our area, we 
don't need any more problems in re- 
lationship to business and industry. 
The problem we're going to talk about 
could cause those kinds of problems... 
As I'm sure you know, there are some 
EPA regulations for noise levels on 
motorcycles...(which) create quite a 
problem in relationship to fighting in- 
flation. 

“The three things we're concerned 
with are: (1) Inflation. (2) excessive 


government regulation, and (3) the 
future of the last domestic production 
of motorcycles in the U.S. Not too long 
ago I was talking about the last 





production of bicycle tires in the U.S. 
Seems to me we better get our act in 
order pretty quickly or we'll be talking 
too many times about the last 
(domestic) production of something. 

“As far as inflation is concerned, the 
COWPS (Council on Wage and Price 
Stability) opposed these regulations for 
many reasons. They say that according 
to the EPA’s own records that the in- 
creased cost to the consumer would be 
somewhere between $200 and $350 
million per year - at a time when we're 
trying to fight the battle against in- 
flation...Inflation fighters are saying 
that these particular regulations would 
not be wise at this particular time. 

“Then, the excessive regulations 
that I referred to: As:we understand 
from all the research that we have 
been able to do, most of the adjust- 
ments (exhaust modifications) that,are 
causing the problems are being made 
by the (motorcycle) purchaser, not by 
the company. So what good are the 
regulations?...Who is going to control 
the consumer? 

“So, hopefully, as we consider ways 
to save an industry in this country, 
we'll be able to come up with some 
reasonable solutions to this problem... 
With the kind of inflation...(and) the 
kind of trade deficit we are faced with, 
we just don’t want to drive one more 











nail into that particular coffin or we 
will never get our economic pona in 


, order in this country.’ 


Additionally, Mr. Davidson oded 
a film to illustrate the difference in 
noise levels at standing start and pass- 
by situations between stock and modi- 
fied Harley-Davidson machines. A live 
demonstration of the same was con- 
ducted on Independence Avenue as 
evidence that no one had tampered 
with the film’s sound track. (The only 
bone-rattling noises that I heard 
emanated from a D.C. transit bus, 
which even drowned out the sound of a 
modified machine.) 


What follows is the thought provoking 
question/answer series that took place 
after the Goodling/Davidson/ Young- 
blood presentations: 


Congressman Ralph Walker (D-PA): 
Im a motorcyclist; I've written for 
motorcycle magazines including the 
AMA News. Let me pose just one 
question: Is the industry in favor of a 
position which would say that owners 
cannot modify exhaust systems similar 
to the present system that says that 
owners of cars cannot modify the cata- 
lytic converter systems on their cars? 
Would you come down in favor of that 
kind of position in order to get at the 
heart of the problem? 


J. Davidson: In my view the problem 


ws tampering. The only way that I - 


know is to enforce against that, and we 
as a manufacturer would favor a law 
that would say that you can’t modify 
your motorcycle, and penalties would 
be stiff. 

The EPA has taken a position that 
they really don’t have any funding 
available, nor do they have regulatory 
authorization to do anything at the 
local or state level. They have said, 
“We will encourage states to help us 
with the problem.” 


RW: You know, to get that point 
across, you need to spend as much 
time on that as on arguing the position 
of the industry, because, one thing I 
point out constantly to businessmen 
and others is that in politics today, in 
the realm in which we all operate, the 
perception of reality is as important as 
the reality itself. 

You can show that film and you can 
establish the facts of the matter, and 
the fact is that most people out there 
think that motorcycles are wild, and 
they don’t like them. If you’re going to 
the public and the politicians and 
saying, “This will force all motorcycles 
off the road,” you'll have a lot of the 
public out there that will say, “Good.” 
The problem stems from the fact that 
practically every small town in the 
country has what we have in Lancaster 
- a loop that people ride around at 
night, including motorcycles, and 
even though there are loud cars out 
there, the motorcycles are identified as 
being the theme of the problem, not 
the loud cars. Those people would 
come down solidly in favor of anything 
the EPA wants to do in terms of 
decibel levels. They're not going to 
worry about the state of the American 
business. They're not going to worry 
about any of that. They're going to 
worry about the loud motorcycles and 
getting them off the streets, and I 
think that, from my position as a 
motorcyclist who's interested in seeing 
the survival of Harley-Davidson, ab- 
solutely, you've got to go to the public 
and say, “We want loud motorcycles 
off the road and we're willing to do 
what's necessary to get loud motor- 
cycles off the road.” 


JD: We have been doing that, but I 


don’t know if we've been doing that as 


effectively as we should. 


Ed Youngblood: The AMA has been 
doing that since 1947. We've con- 











‘sidered the noise problem a major one. 


RW: The other problem that our in- 
dustry has is that motorcycles, to a lot 
of people are socially unacceptable. 
We've seen movies, The Wild Ones, 
and all those good things. And I think 
that part of the onslaught of regula- 
tion that we see is that there are 
people out there that would just as 
soon not see motorcycles anymore. 

You will not evoke much sympathy 

from people who are not familiar with 
how much: fun motorcycling really is 
or how much of a factor it is in 
American business. Whatever the 
rationale, you won't get much sym- 
pathy. 
EY: I can’t disprove anything you've 
said. I've presented data this morning 
indicating that, quantitatively, it isa 
minority problem. As you point out, 
perception is more important than 
reality. 

For me and our association, the 
biggest headaches I've had in the last 
three years are all in some way related 
to excessive noise. 

We encourage strict enforcement... 
(and) we are recommending today 
that EPA turn more of its attention in 
the direction of local enforcement at 
the reasonable standard [83 dB(A)], 
rather than taking a killer standard 
and hoping that that’s going to wash 
out the problem. 


RW: You know the cost problem - it 
seems to me I’m right on catalytic con- 
verters and the way they got around 
that. The didn’t have to have any cost 
for that. What they did was impose 
huge fines on anybody or any dealer or 
repairshop or on anybody who 
modified machines. That doesn’t get 
you away from owner modifications. 
You can handle (that) through inspec- 
tion standards if they're good, and 
that doesn’t cost them any money. I 
think you're going to have to push 
hard in that area. 


JD: When I listened to some of the 
states testify at public hearings, their 
posture was, “Yes, we agree that 
modification is a problem. The EPA 
agrees. We're glad the industry feels 
that way.” 

... Will the federal government fund 
some folks that can go out with meters 
so that we can kill the modification 
problem? And the EPA's response. is 
that funding isn’t available. 

So, going to a federal standard, 83,- 

0 - 78, to me, will not resolve the 
problem at all. In fact, we could have 
more people that modify because they. 
don’t like it quite as quiet as EPA wan: 
ts it, and nobody is enforcing it against 
them. That's our main consideration. 


Below are the highlights of Ed Young- 
blood’s address to members of the 
United States House of Representa- 
tives on EPA’s proposed motorcycle 
noise regulations on May 3. 


As you know, we have asked for an 
opportunity to talk about EPA’s pro- 
posed motorcycle noise regulations. 
Mr. Davidson will talk to you about 
the disastrous impact EPA’s plan can 
have on a domestic industry. I will 
confine my comments to their effect 
on the American motorcycle owner. 
After all, it is always the consumer 
who bears the brunt of inflation after 
compliance, development, cer- 
tification, and other regulatory costs. 
are passed on by the manufacturers. 


We are in favor of a uniform nation- 
wide standard for motorcycle noise 
because we believe that an enforce- 
able, uniform program of noise abate- 
ment is beneficial to the image of 
motorcycling, and can lead to better 
public acceptance of our activity. We 
also support the concept of a uniform 
nationwide standard, which is far 
preferable to a hodgepodge of con- 








fusing and conflicting ordinances in 
state and local jurisdictions. But 
beyond that, we can find very little 
favorable to say about EPA’s proposals 
for establishing a standard. 

What EPA has developed is an in- 
flationary and unreasonable plan for 
reducing motorcycle noise. Further. 
more, that plan, if adopted, would not 
achieve significant results, nor would 
it confront excessive motorcycle noise 
at its source, and EPA has admitted 
that fact. EPA’s plan will create signi- 
ficant cost increases for motorcycle 
purchasers and it will do practically 
nothing to curb excessive noise. Even 
by EPA’s own data, 88% of the motor- 
cyclists in America today, amounting 
to, about 6,000,000 people, own, ride, 
and maintain quiet motorcycles, at 83 
dB(A) or less. A motorcycle noise 
problem does exist, but it is the result 
of a few motorcycle owners who 
modify or fail to maintain their 
exhaust systems. However, consider 
the fact that nothing in the plan will 
discourage this minority from pur- 
chasing a new motorcycle at EPA’s in- 
flated costs, then cutting the silencers 
off of it. 

The extent of this punishment is 
best shown graphically (refer to Chart 
A). Over the last few years, manufac- 
turers of motorcycles have lowered the 
noise emissions of their product from 
92 decibels to 83 jee. According 
to one major manufacturer, this has 
added a maximum of $34 to the cost of 
the product. 

According to EPA’s own data, com- 
pliance with the agency’s plan at the 
current status quo level of 83 decibels, 


will ad $16 more to the cost of new - 


motorcycles. This amounts to in- 
dustry-wide costs of $25 million dollars 
that will be passed on to the consumer. 
That $25 million dollars achieves no 
noise reduction benefits, and is. pre- 
sumably the cost of EPA assuring itself 
that the industry is complying with the 
status quo. 

Once we move to EPA’s next level of 
compliance, at 80 decibels, we have 
tacked $52 onto the price of a new 
motorcycle. You can see how rapidly 
‘the cost curve shoots upward. At 78 
decibels the consumer will pay an 
additional $140. 

However, let us consider the fact 
that I have presented information 
from EPA's own calculations. In 
public testimony most of the manu- 
facturers disagreed, some placing 
estimated ‘costs of compliance as high 
as $400 per motorcycle, and that 
estimation was based, a year ago, on 
1978 dollars. The Council on Wage 
and Price Stability also disagrees, and 
sees the possibility for a $350 million 
dollar annualized cost, which trans- 
lates to about $375 per new vehicle. 

Incidentally, the broken line is there 
to clarify that there is’ not actually a 
reduction from current cost pass-ons 
to EPA's $16 starting cost. The $16 
EPA increase is in addition to the price 
the consumer has already paid for 
noise reduction. 

Let us now compare this in- 
flationary curve against actual. noise 
reduction benefits (refer to Chart B). 
To do this, you must be aware that 
decibels are units on a logarithmic 
scale. A reduction from 100 to 97 deci- 
bels, for example, is not a 3% reduc- 
tion of sound energy. It is a 50% re- 
duction. Noise is reduced by half for 
every three decibels. 

Consequently, recent industry noise 
reduction from 92 to 83 decibels repre- 
sent a reduction in sound energy of 
about 88%. To move to 80 decibels, 
we are reducing noise by only 6% from 
the original 92 dB(A) level; to 78 
decibels, only about an additional 
14%. The reductions provided by. the 
EPA plan are negligible when laid 
against the inflationary curve. That is 
what we have in this illustration. 











Notice how the decibel line flattens 
out; how the dollar accelerates up- 
ward. 

. This kind of alarming comparison 
of costs versus benefits is what led the 
Council on Wage and Price Stability 
to attack EPA’s plan, and to conclude 
that the only reasonable standard that 
would balance costs versus benefits is 
83 decibels; 80 decibels at the very out- 
side. 

Each year AMA conducts a govern- 
ment relations attitude survey among 
our members. This year we incor- 
porated the question, “If I thought it 
would get the government and the 
public off my back, I would:” 


The responses were the following: 

I would accept nationwide noise 
standards, 
...but not if they would add to the 


price of a new motorcycle; 47.7% 
...if they would add up to $50: 18.9% 
...lf they would add $50 to $100: 6.6% 


.. lf they would add $100 to $200: 1.4% 
As you can see, the level of con- 
sumer acceptance drops off rapidly 
beyond the $50 figure. I find this to be 
a very interesting response, because it 
independently supports, on a level of 
consumer acceptance, what Council 
on Wage and Price Stability econo- 
mists found through scientific method, 
using the widely accepted Nelson 
methodology; namely, that any reduc- 
tion beyond 83 dB(A) has questionable 
value; any beyond 80 dB(A) is intoler- 
able and totally unjustifiable. ` 
Wehave met with the EPA staff to 
point out these facts. I regret to inform 


you that in our last meeting with EPA, . 


we were told, “Inflation isn’t our 
problem!” I will not name the ranking 
staff member who said that because it 
is not my desire to become persona in 
my value judgements of this agency. I 


am sure that he was speaking legal- - | 


isticàlly, referring to the prime objec- 
tive that Congress has mandated for 
the agency. However, I must suspect 
that President Carter would be greatly 
displeased to hear any employee of any 
federal agency express such a state- 


` ment at this point in time, speaking 


legalistically or otherwise. 

Ladies and gentlemen, in prac- 
tically every area or environmental 
concern, this government has had to 
step back and take a hard look at 
compromises between its environmen- 
tal aspirations and the economic reáli- 
ties. I need not tell you the number of 
regulations, timetables, and standards 
that have been relaxed this year. I 
need to remind you of the necessary 
moves being taken toward deregula- 
tion in many areas. These adjustments 
are the results of new and realistic 
assessments and an awareness of the 
fact that what may have been viewed 
as aċceptable trade-offs five years ago, 
when EPA started development of its 


proposed motorcycle noise regulations, _ 


are not acceptable trade-offs today. 

You, as elected leaders of this 
nation, are well aware of that, and we 
would not remind you of it today had 
we the smallest conviction that EPA 
cared about our problem from the 
consumer’s point of view, or had 
listened to what we have tried to tell 
them. 

Throughout public comment on 
these proposed regulations, you will 
find “hammer” and “bludgeoning” 
imagery. As one commenter said, 
“These regulations are the classic 
example of swatting a fly with a 
sledgehammer.” I would add that it 
may well be a gold-plated sledge- 
hammer, originally estimated by $200 
million per year, recently revised by 
EPA upwards to $224 million per year, 
and pegged by COWPS at up to $350 
million per year. And this money, 
which will come right out of the pocket 
of the American motorcycle owner, 
whom I might add is relying more and

more upon his vehicle because it uses 
less gasoline, will provide little or no 
benefits in actual environmental noise 
reduction. 

For these reasons we appeal to you 
today to help us convince EPA of its 
disastrous course. We feel the agency 
has not listened to us. Surely, it will 
listen to you. 

Thank you. 





Below are highlights of John Davidson's 
address. 


Before examining the impact 
the EPA noise proposals could 
have on Harley-Davidson, let 
me fill you in on the scope of our 


operations.. 


We currently have facilities in three 
locations. Our main offices and engine 
transmission assembly plant are lo- 
cated in Milwaukee. We have another 
plant in Tomahawk, Wisconsin, which 
produces fiberglass components. 
Together these operations employ 
about 2,000 people, with a monthly 
payroll. of $3.7 million. Another 
sizeable operation is our final assembly 
plant in York, Pennsylvania. This 


‘facility employs 1,700 workers, with a 


monthly payroll of $2.3 million. In 


‘1978, total Harley-Davidson revenues 


were some $228 million. 

Another significant component in 
our business is our distribution system. 
Currently, there are 752 independent, 


_ franchised Harley-Davidson dealers, 


involving some 4,200 jobs. 1978 
revenues for these dealer operations 
are estimated at more than $323 
million. 

Thus, there are some 8,000 Harley- 

Davidson generated jobs that could be 
directly affected by federal noise 
regulation. However, these same jobs 
would also be much affected if the 
EPA took no action at all, since many 
States have or are considering their 
own noise regulations that are dif- 
ferent than the proposed federal stan- 
dards. 
_. Thus, I urge you in no way to con- 
sider our challenge of the severity of 
the federal proposals as a call for 
elimination of federal action 
altogether. Harley-Davidson fully 
supports a federal standard and we 
only take issue with the severity of- the 
proposed standards. 


Let’s look into each of these areas 
individually. 

In calling for an 83 decibel 
maximum noise‘output by January 1, 
1980, 80 decibels by 1982 and 78 
decibels for 1985, the EPA has failed 
to show just reason why these levels are 
necessary at the manufacturer level or 





what the benefits are that accrue to 
the public. In fact, we cannot find 
Statistical evidence any place in the 
notice of proposed rulemaking that 
stringent controls at the manufacturer 
level will benefit the public, other than 
through what a small minority of the 
population would vaguely label as 
noise annoyance. 

It should be noted that when we're 
talking about a reduction in decibel 
output, we're not talking about a 
straight linear progression based on a 
scale of 100. Decibels are based on 
logarithms, and as such, a small 
numerical difference represents a 
much larger physical difference. For 
example, a reduction from an 83 
decibel level to 80 represents a 50 per- 
cent decrease in the sound a person 
hears. 

To give you an overall idea of how 
decibels relate to noise levels, we con- 


-ducted some tests on a few household 


items with the following results:

EPA repeatedly uses two main 
criteria for determining the annoyance 
from motorcycle noise - speech inter- 
ferences and sleep disturbances, but 
the numbers used to determing occur- 
rences of these annoyances are not 
based on normal survey methods. The 
analysis contained in the background 
document to the NPRM is based on 
assumptions about actual motorcycle 
noise during normal operation on a 
hypothetzcal public. (Harley-Davidson 
maintains that theoretical analysis. is 
not justified in view of the importance 
of these regulations to our business. ) 

Another assumpion involves the ac- 
tual test procedure. Under the pro- 
posals, testing is done through basical- 
ly a full-throttle pass-by test. Perhaps 
the agency is assuming that the 
majority of motorcycle riders ac- 
celerate at full throttle, which naturally 
produces the most noise. However, 
motorcycles in traffic do not notice- 
ably vary from the normal accelera- 
tion pattern of other vehicles surroun- 
ding them. Typically, motorcycles 
meeting an 83 decibel level at full 
throttle in the low to mid 70 decibel 
range under normal traffic -circum- 
stances - well in line with other traffic 
Noise. 

Then there is the matter of num- 
bers. 

According to Motor Vehicle Manu- 
facturers’ Association and Motorcycle 
Industry Council statistics compiled 
for 1975, there were 132 million cars

First Senior team was the Bob 
Doig/Charlie Morris heavyweight 
combo with a second Senior team of 
“Smokebomb” Gaetz and Marty 
Reider only four bikes back. 

Amateurs Bill Conger/Rick Jones 
(Heavyweight) came through in good 


shape with one of the Pfeiffer boys -

Two Ironmen (250cc class) were 
next: Garry Conner followed a couple 
of bikes back by Darin Cartwright.

It was hot Kevin Hopkins that 
“brought home the bacon” for the 
Thomas/Hopkins team as he finished 
fifth overall, first Trail. 

The 250 team of Dan Ashcraft and 
Jeff Cannon was next, followed in the 
seventh spot by another 250cc combo, 
Greg Thomas and Paul Christensen 
(riding out of Dick Allen’s Yamaha). 

First “C” bike slot, had changed 
hands. It now belonged to the duo of 
Scott Atchison and Donnie Morrison 
with the earlier “C” leaders (Webb 
and Pfeiffer) having dropped to 
second in the class. i 

The Zajic/Zoller team finished 
ninth while another of Dick Allen’s 
riders Russ Jenkins, teaming with Tim 
Nething, took the 10th spot. ; 

First ‘Senior honors went to the 
Reider/Gaetz (still another rider from 
rider from Dick Allen’s Yamaha) team 
while Darin Cartwright took the 
undisputed Ironman honors and 
finished 15th overall. 

Five bikes behind the Gaetz/Reider 
team was the second Senior team 
combo of Dick Graham and Art 
Knapp. Knapp was in the pilot's seat 
for the last lap and had taken a very 
bad fall, severely scraping his face, but 
he still managed to finish 18th overall. 

First official Novice team ‘finisher 
honors went to Grant Colbert and 
Tony Megla (you guessed it... also out 
of Dick Allen’s shop!) 

Official results should be a real 
tough one to figure, especially because 
of the “early start.” It was a tough race 
to cover as a reporter, too. A very big 
thanks to Jim Williamson and Jon 
Reese of the Badgers M.C. for 
providing numbers and names, 
making this story a lot easier to write.

Palenske grabs

RED MOUNTAIN, CA, MAY 6 
DMG Maico-mounted Garner 
Palenske is making a shambles 
out of the California Racing Club 
‘enduro series this year by readily 
capturing yet another overall win 
under rather difficult conditions — 
wind gusts over 60 mph. The wind 
really made things interesting for the 
riders on the narrow ridges as more 
than one rider reported being blown 
four feet sideways! If the trail was only 
three feet... 

Following Garner it was brother 
Grant Palenske on his IT 400 
Yamaha. Grant is also picking up a 
DMG Maico for the rest of the year. 
Grant had a shot at the overall win but 
crashed hard on a steep sand downhill 
on the second loop. Naturally the 
downhill was in the “special test” 
section where all the riders lost points. 
Only seven riders dropped two but 
Garner came closest to dropping just 
one as he was just a scant seven seconds 
into his second minute. Third overall, 
first 250cc A went to Randy Liebig 
(KTM). Pete Smith (C-A) edged Ed 
Mazenko (Suz) for 250cc-+35 honors 
while Larry Langley (?) (Hus) won the 
A Open+ 35 rocking chair class. CRC 
number one rider Harry Keast (Mai) 
burnt a check and dropped four 
points. Some very good “B” scores 
were turned in with Ron Hill beating 
all the future_A riders in with a 3:170 
score. 

A young rider worth mentioning is 
Steve Thomas, 250cc B under 16 class 
winner, who started . showing his 
hidden talent when he went from a 
Hodaka to a 250cc Husky recently. 

One loopers had a real nice loop to 
traverse, better and more interesting 
than usual. Jeana Lewis (wife of D-37 
number one Open enduro rider Ken 
Lewis, Jr.) recovered from a foot 
injury earlier in the year to take the 
overall win for one loopers with just 
one second lost. She edged out 
Michelle Keast (Hon) who kept from. 
her dad’s bad habits to drop three 
seconds. First Minis were Jerry Russell 
(C Mini) and Larry Stefas (A Mini) 
who dropped nine seconds apiece to 
take home the first place trophies in 
their respective classes. 

The wind also contributed to a near 
disaster Saturday night when sparks 
from an unattended campfire blew 
into CRC’s camping area and ignited 
some marking material. Luckily a 
sign-up person was awake and rushed 
out and got everyone else awake to put 
out the fire, which was burning up 
against a trailer. The message is: Put 
out those fires when going to bed, even 
if no ‘wind is blowing at the time. In 
the desert, it can come up anytime. 

The second loop was interesting but 
had a bottleneck in a little canyon 
about four miles out. CRC threw out 
the next check since many riders got 
stuck through no fault of their own. 
The special test was located in the 
Summit Hills and featured two steep 
sand downhills. The C riders got a 
lesson watching the A riders blast 
down while they were bulldogging it 
down-rather slowly. Marking was fairly 
good despite a lot of arrows and 
ribbons being blown down by the high 
winds.

You and the Other Guy 


The main danger to us street 
riders is the drivers of other ve- 
hicles. Sure as you were born, 
some car is going to cut you off 
and the driver will say, quite honestly, 
“I didn’t see him.” Why aren't we 
doing something about this? 

A few years ago, the Motorcycle 
Industry Council put up billboards all 
over the country calling motorists’ 
attention to the presence of bikers on 
the road. Motorcycle traffic accidents 
decreased while the billboards were 
up, but when they went away, the 
Other Guy went back to clobbering 
invisible motorcyclists. To “see” 
something, it has to register a message 
with the brain. The Other Guy doesn’t 
register motorcycles; we don’t exist. 
We have to convince the Other Guy 
that bikers are sharing the road, too, 
that we do exist, before we meet him 
at the intersection. 

The easiest way to do this is through 
public service advertising, like the 
billboard campaign just mentioned. 
But it takes a non-profit organization 
with the combined clout of some big 
advertisers to break loose free 
billboards and television spots. There 
is a long line of charities, diseases and 
warnings waiting to be given public 
service exposure. The American 
Motorcyclist Association could do the 
job, with the help of its big company 
members. 

Another way to convince the Other 
Guys of the existence of motorcyclists 
would be to have a “National 
Motorcycle Day,” sponsored by one or 
more of the national organizations. 
Every biker in America would be 
urged to ride his motorcycle that day. 
There would have to be cooperation 
by the enthusiast publications as well 
as general media publicity, perhaps 
tied to a major sales campaign, and 
the usual proclamations, news 


releases, etc. Perhaps the Other Guy 
might notice the presence of five or 10 
motorcyclists on his way to work, 
where he would have been blind to the 
usual one or two. e

San Bernardino:

SAN BERNARDINO, CA, MAY 16 
Big Jim “The Animal” Fishback 
was supposed to have been out 
of town this past Wednesday 
night, somewhere back east get- 
ting ready for the next round of ISDT 
qualifiers. Instead, he booked a 
midnight flight so he could ride the 
speedway show at the fairgrounds. 

It turned out to be a good move for 
Jim although the road to victory was a 
rough one. In his handicap heat race, 
there was a three-man pileup with Jim 





right in the middle. He had laid his 
bike down to keep from running into 
Leni Faas, who had spun out in front 
of him. Alan Christian laid it down as 
well, and the forward motion carried 
his bike into Jim. 

It took a couple of minutes to get 
the big guy back on his feet for the 
restart, but he earned a transfer spot 
and worked his way into the main 
event. Five laps later, after a little 
more banging around, he was on his 
way to the winner's circle, stopping 
only long enough to stop a fight in the 
pits, When “The Animal” says, 
“That’s a no-no, be nice,” it’s a good 
idea to stop! 

The four-lap Scratch Main Event 
was a thriller with Mike Bast getting 
off to a slow start and trailing Alan 


Christian, Gene Woods riding way out 
right up against the crash wall, and 
Dave Sims following. On the third lap, 
Woods pulled down off the wall, 
getting past Bast and was closing fast 
on Christian when the checkered flag 
came out. 

Larry Kosta returned to 
competition after about a year's layoff 
because of a back injury he suffered at 
Ascot last season. His return saw him 
work his way through the heat races 
and semi to the First. Division 
Handicap Main Event, where he 
ended up taking fifth. 

Two new names in the sport did 
well: Robin Bourgeois, the winner of 
his first Division Three Main Event 
and Dwight Hill did it in division two. 

Earlier in the night, the sometimes- 
overlooked rule about making contact 
when passing a slower rider was 
brought down hard on Mike Bast. It 
happened when Tom Burba, one of 
the newer riders in first division, was 
trying hard to stay out in front of the 
pack, a spot he was in because of 
starting on the 10-yard line, 50 yards 
ahead of Mike. Tom was holding his 
own, but was slower going into the 
turns. Mike had set up for the turn 
long before Tom and they did tap. 
Mike kept on sliding around the turn, 
but Tom went down and, the way the 
rule reads, if you cause a rider to fall 
or lose control you will be scored in last 
place, so that's why Mike was not in 
the Handicap Main Event. 

I guess the way the official looks at it 
is that if you are number one, there is 
no way, no matter how tight the racing 
gets, that you can touch anyone at all, 
but if you are number two, you can try 
harder and put a few guys down with 
no penalties. 

I'm not saying just because Mike is 
number one that he should be given 
any slack at all when it comes to 
making contact with any other rider. 
What I am pointing out is that there is 
a big difference between a tap or 
rubbing of elbows, compared to 
when someone comes along and flat 
knocks the wheels out from under you. 
Mike, by the rules and rightly so, was 
scored last, but on the other side of the 
coin, other first division riders, all 
hoping to take the title away from 
Mike, have been getting away with 
some really hard shots, several that 
have put other riders into the wall or 
left them spread out on the track, with 
no word at all from the official. 

From me, the riders, and most of all 
the paying fans, equal penalties! And 
equal rewards for skill and riding 
talent. 


Adamo aces Ascot

There may not be much good

Christian, Moran 
cop Costa Mesa

Steve Bast, after a two-year lay- 
off, returned to speedway this 
season without much fanfare, 
and in the past few weeks has 
been working hard to get his style 
back. He had not earned his way into 
any main event until this past Friday 
night. In the first event of the night, a 
handicap heat race on a very wet 
track, while everyone, including his 
brother Mike, were sliding around 
doing 360’s, Steve just found the right 
groove and won the opening event 
much to the delight of the fans. He 
was helped out by some good-natured 
ribbing by some fans on the pit gate 
wall, among them retired U.S. Champ 
Rick Woods. Things like: “Don't 
forget to turn left,” “The thing in your 
right hand makes you go fast if you 
turn it,” “Where are the training 
wheels?” and just a whole lot of funny 
one-liners, all of which just put a big 
grin on the face of the two-time U.S. 
National Speedway Champ. 

In the handicap semi-final, he again 
earned a transfer, putting him in the 
main event, his first main this season. 
Steve didn’t win the Handicap Main, 
though, that event went to Shawn 
Moran. Steve did get fourth and looks 
to be well on his way to a strong 
comeback in the sport that was so 
much of his life. 

The win by young Shawn Moran 
was his first on the small track and he 
was as happy as if he had just won the 
National Title. 

Shawn is in the top five at Ascot on 
the big track where he really can fly, 
but has always had more than his 
share of trouble on the small tracks. 
He won this main event in the last 20 
feet of the race after rubbing elbows 
with front-runner Mark Marriott. 
They came together in turn three and 
four and again down the front 
straightaway. No one at fault, just real 
close racing. Shawn got straightened 











out first and got back on the gas just a 
little quicker than Mark and made the 
dash for the finish line, with 16-year- 
old Lance King right in there for 
third. 

In scratch racing Steve Bast again 
earned a transfer to the semi-final, but 
that’s where he stopped when he came 
up against his brother the current 
Champ and Alan Christian. Steve got 
third, just behind Christian. both 
Mike Bast and Christian were now 
seated in the scratch main along with 
Dave Sims and Gene Woods. 

This main event was anyone's guess. 
Right from the very start, Woods was 
flying right up against the crash wall, 
right where he get the most drive, but 
that is the long way around the track. 
Christian, on the other hand, took the 
short way, right on the pole. He is one 
of the very few riders, along with Mike 
Bast, who can put his front wheel right 
alongside of the two-inch wide pipe 
and not cross it all the way through the 
turns. That was the picture for all four 
laps — Christian sideways with his 
wheel on the pole and Mike looking 
like his reflection, just inches apart.

Neither. If our headline left you wondering if 
Yamaha had completely redesigned their 
friendly, familiar 499cc four-stroke, single 
cylinder trail/fun bike, wonder no more. It has 


received a few good changes. It 
hasn’t received enough of them 
to make it a (quote) serious off- 
road racer. ‘t's still a compro- 
mise. The word nice comes to mind, as 
in, “Nice, but nothing to write home 
about.” 


Remaining as the cornerstone of the 
entire machine, the massive single 
overhead cam thumper — literally, 
the reason for the bike’s existence — 
has received no major changes. The 
intake valve has been increased from 
45mm to 47mm in size for slightly 
improved performance. Only that and 
the addition of a knob that makes it 
easier to start when warm puts the 
motor on the list of improvements for 


. the “F” version. Called the warm 


engine starter knob in the owner's 
manual, the device leans the carbu- 
retor gas/air mixture slightly and, as 





promised, does make hot motor 
starting less a problem. First 
introduced on the $R500, the TT's 
street-going sister, the knob is a 
welcome detail. 

There were a few times, however, 
trying to get restarted after bailing off 
up on some forsaken hillside, that not 
even a trick new white plastic knob was 
helpful. Sometimes, the TT simply 
will not start until the Everpresent Big 
Bore Single Starter saunters up and 
smugly flips it through a single.kick. 

The EBBSS is an obnoxious beast 
that roams the earth looking for 
sweating riders who haven't mastered 
the sacred rite of Starting The Big 
Bore Single. There's a right way to do 
it, and it’s not necessarily covered in 
the five-page how-to section of the 
owner's manual. The only consolation 
that comes with being the unwilling 
victim , of the, EBBSS' disgusting 





display of expertise is the knowledge 
that he certainly must have sold his 
soul in exchange for the gift and that 
he won't live forever. The reason you 
don’t tell him exactly that, is because 
he's usually very large. Although, 
come to think of it, the smaller ones 
are even worse. 


Either way, once the starting drill is 


mastered and/or you've made your 
deal with the devil, the motor becomes 


“your favorite part of the TT. For play- 


bike purposes, the power is ideal. It 
comes on strongly and smoothly, never 
receiving a kick on the top end. Fast 
riders and squirrels will miss that. 
There's no sudden punch to shoot you 
faster down the trail or get you 
sideways when it comes up on the cam, 
but there definitely is lots of smooth, 
controllable power. Think of it as a 
tractor, ride it accordingly, and you'll 
have a great time. 


The playbike suspension keeps go- 
fast riders busy, particularly when they 
happen upon a set of sandy whoops at 
speed. The TT has no hesitancy about 
going into a series of tank slappers 
when its modest suspension reaches the 
limit. Combined with a wet weight 
that (estimated) must approach 300 
Ib., the sideways forces gain a certain 
momentum, oftentimes greater than a 


mere 160 lb. rider can counteract. Not 
great enough to move a joshua tree, 
But close. ; 

Ridden within its limits, the TT500 
is an excellent machine. The new 7,6- 
inch travel leading axle forks coupled 
with the nitrogen-charged rear shocks. 
provide a boulevard ride for those who 
want it. And they do it with a seat 
height that anyone can live with; long: 
legged MX bikes are great in their 
place, but being able to put a foor 
down when crossing a stream or climb- 
ing out of a gully is a decided advantage 
to the enduro/ cross country rider, 

The new boxed aluminum 
swingarm looks trick and does its job 
well, It probably isn't really necessary 
with the standard suspension, but 
should the owner make some shock 
changes, the aluminum swingarm will 
provide a better base for those 
modifications. 

On the “F” model, the TT500’s 
chain tensioner has received a little, 
beefing up. The pivot point on last 
year’s model was supported from one 
side; this time the shaft that the 
tensioner privots on is double 
supported for durability. Seals have 
been added to keep dirt, water and 
what-have-you off the bearing 
surfaces. The improvements should 
make it impossible for the tensioner to

bind up with dirt and allow it to move 
freely, keeping the chain taut at all 
times. 

Yamaha took an idea from their IT 
line of two-stroke enduro bikes — 
folding foot controls — and added it 
to the TT500’s repertoire. Both rear 
brake and shifter controls fold back 
under pressure, bypassing (sometimes 
anyway) the nuisance of having the 
controls bent back under the footpegs 
by errant rocks and branches, 

Completing the list of improvements 
are a lengthened front fender, new 
knobby tire pattern and a few cosmetic 
changes to the aluminum fuel tank, 
seat and paint. ; 

Steady improvement though 
-making intelligent changes in each 
successive model has produced a well- 
refined TT 500 Yamaha. Now, 
however, with the arrival of the 
XR500 Honda, the DR370 Suzuki and 
before long, the KLX250 Kawasaki, 
it's time for Yamaha to consider a 
dramatic model change for their 500cc 
single, perhaps a limited edition all- 
out enduro bike. With the suspension 
and powerplant technology that 
certainly must be at the fingertips of 
the company that builds National and 
World Championship-winning moto- 
cross machinery and road racers, it 
could be the best one yet! e

Jannings, Taylor, 
Lynch mob CRC 
night MX

Due to the massive southern 
California gasoline shortages, this 
week’s California Racing Club 
Friday night motocross on the 


International track at Indian Dunes 
wasn’t quite as crowded as it normally 





is, so to compensate for the moderate 
turnout, each class was given longer 
motos under the lights. In the Pro 
ranks, Cole Bros. Maico-mounted 
Andy Jannings ran away with the 
whole show, topping the Open riders 
by almost a full lap at the flag. Dean 
Taylor took the 250s on his JD 
Engineering Honda, and David Lynch 
put together a pair of seconds to hang 
the 125cc class. 

Early in the Open race, Billy 
Handal rode a very distant second to 
Jannings in only. his second race as a 
Pro. But late in the race fatigue set in, 
and both Bruce Brotche and Steve 
Richard slipped by Handal. The 
second round was another Jannings 
runaway, but this time Scott Curtis 
held on to second ahead of Brotche, 
Richard and Handal. Overall Brotche 
followed Jannings in the payback line, 
with Curtis’ 5-2 good enough for third. 

Rod Richardson and Dean Taylor, 
both JD riders, battled in both rounds 
of the 250cc Pros before Taylor took 
control, and the overall. Richardson 
led the first moto across the line after 
getting by Taylor, but in their second 
clash Taylor pulled out in front while 
Mark Parkerson slipped Richardson 
back into third. Parkerson couldn't get 
it in the overall, however, due to 
first moto third behind Taylor. 

Consistently is what gave David 
Lynch the 125cc Pro overall, as his 
pair of seconds was good enough to 
beat Mark Moscrop’s pair of threes. 
Out of the gate the first time it was Al 
Baker’s Johnny O’Mara with the 
holeshot, but while heading through 
the non-bermed esses he hit the dirt 
and was rammed in the back. This put 
Crossroad Suzuki's Chip Johnson out 
front, and Johnson rode beautifully, 
until mechanical problems sent him to 
the side of the track at the bottom of 
the downhill, then he rode it back into 
the pits. Young John Whelchel then 
took command, and this time the lead 
held firm until the flag as Lynch and 
Moscrop led Dana Berg, Jim Simons 
and O'Mara across the line. 

O'Mara was back again the second 
moto and took his usual holeshot and 
began to run away with the race. 
Whelchel was fighting for second on 
the first lap, but as he came down the 
WFO backstretch, his Suzuki went out 
of control in a mass of braking bumps. 
With only the front wheel on the 
ground, there was nowhere but 
straight for Whelchel to go, and 
instead of making the slight bend to 
the right, he went body and bike right 
into a wall of dirt and suffered a 
possible broken collarbone. 

Meanwhile, Lynch and Moscrop ran 
their 2-3 positions to the wire for first 
and second overall ahead of O'Mara.

The “Racin’ Machine,” Ronnie 
Lechien, just simply ruined the 
largest field of Expert riders of 
the year with an incredible dis- 
play of high flying riding at the 
revamped Barona Oaks Raceway.

In the 9-11 Intermediates, Kurtie 
Hendrickson (Suz) gave the large 
crowd a great display of courage and 
fortitude in winning the Stock Mini 
class after a very hard spill in the 
Modified division. In between races 
Kurtie was observed hobbling aorund, 
but when the gate went down on that 
second moto he was all racer and never 
looked back for a two straight blast. 

Lots of new faces in the Motorcycle 
classes Sunday, as maybe the gas 
crunch kept them near home. The 
125cc Intermediates were really torrid, 
with Kawasaki rider Woody Carlson 
taking the Stock division over first 
timer Tim Theodore; Theodore then 
reversed the order with a tie-breaker 


win over Carlson in the Modified go- 
round. To give you an idea of the 
competition in the Modifieds, 
Theodore did it with a 5-1 placing! 

In Novice action, Yamaha rider 
Gary Rodriguez, fresh from his double 
at Speedway 117, did the expected in 
the Stock 125cc class but was upset in 
the Modifed 100cc class by Danny Ray 
in a tie-breaker second moto.

Turner’s near-

“Radical” Ron Turner scored a 
big day against an outstanding 
turnout at Continental Moto- 
sports Club’s Saddleback MX.

Tripes was 
second with a 1-3 score, Burnworth 
third and Johnson fourth. 

Team Kawasaki rider Jeff Ward had 
a strong showing in the 250cc Pro 
class, outscoring Ron Turner for the 
overall cash. Turner led moto one with 
Jim Tarantino (Suz), Robert Reisinger 
(Kaw), Ward and Tony Wanket 
(Yam) close behind. Ward got past 
Tarantino in the canyon and started 
to gain ground on Turner. Wanket 
and Pat Hubbs (TNF) chased 
Reisinger for third and the pressure 
was too much for the Kawasaki rider 
and he went down. This stablized the 
positions for the remaining laps. 
Turner won by a nose, Ward was 
second then Wanket, Hubbs and Tony 
Gomez (CB). 

In moto two the show was all 
Ward's, The start again was handed to 
Turner with Ward, Tarantino and 
Wanket picking up the top four spots. 
Ward wasted no time getting in front 
of Turner and pulling the Yamaha- 
riding Radical’ Ron. Wanket and 
Tarantino fought the real battle in the 
250cc Pros. The two riders went at it 
for five or six laps until Tarantino 
unloaded, giving Wanket third 
position and a chance for third 
overall. Gomez, Steve Blackman (Mai) 
and Hubbs were the contenders for 
fourth place with the fight lasting until 
the flag. Ward won overall, good for 
$205, Turner spoiled a perfect day by 
placing second, Wanket was third 
overall, then Gomez and Hubbs. 

It was time for Turner, to, bring out 
his big gun in the Open Pros. Turner

and trucks on the roads, and only 6.5 
million motorcycles. A more signifi- 
cant figure, however, is the number of 
miles those motorcycles traveled. 
When viewed in this vein, motorcycles 
with their average of 2,500 miles per 
year account for a mere 1.2 percent of 
total vehicle miles. 

Additionally, although the EPA 
does not know the distribution of 
mileage, the agency feels that only a 
small proportion of motorcycle miles 
occur on freeways and highways. 
Again, no surveys appear to have been 
made by the EPA on this subject, but 
our experience as the leader in lar 


touring bikes suggests that highway. 


touring accounts for a big part of the 
mileage distribution. 

We fail to see, in light of mileage 
traveled and a realistic distribution of 
that mileage, how EPA can consider 
today’s 83 dB(A) motorcycles a major 
source of noise. 

As far as Harley-Davidson is con- 
cerned, the ultimate fault with EPA’s 
assumptions on regulation and health 
would impose unneeded and costly 
restriction at the manufacturer level, 
while ignoring the identified problem 
of modifications. 

According to the NPRM, “It was 
recognized...that most of the current 
impact from motorcycles comes from 
owner-modified motorcycles (particu- 
larly those with replacement and 
modified exhaust systems).”” At 
another point, the NPRM states that 
“The agency's studies have confirmed 
that controlling exhaust system modi- 
fications is an essential part of any 
strategy designed to lessen the impact 
of motorcycle noise on the public 
health and welfare.” 

The agency's Draft Environmental 
and Inflationary Impact Statement 
makes the following comment: “That 
reducing exhaust is essential to re- 
ducing the overall impact of motor- 
cycle noise is illustrated by the fact 
that a reduction in the number of 
exhaust-modified motorcycles by one- 
half would accomplish the same 
reduction in impact of lowering new 
motorcycle sound levels by ten deci- 
bels.” ; 

Thus, we submit that any EPA 
standards which go below the current 
83 dB(A) level impose substantial cost 
penalties to consumers and manufac- 
turers without affecting a correction to 
the real problem. 

Unless those on the local level are 
willing to take an active part in the 
solution to the problem, the situation 
cannot be expected to improve. 

But in spite of everything that has 
been said about modifications, 
Harley-Davidson. must still face the 
fact that EPA’s proposals at their 
ultimate level of 78 dB(A) will 
drastically affect the nature of Harley- 
Davidson's products and may make 
our products less attractive for the 
consumer because of inherent charac- 
teristics of the current product line. 

In effect, Japanese competition -is 
once again put at an enviable advan- 
tage by U.S. Government regulation, 
and competition from Japan is fierce 
with Honda, Yamaha, Kawasaki and 
Suzuki holding an 87 percent unit 
share of the U.S. market with only 
Harley-Davidson to contend with, sin- 
ce we are the sole surviving American 
motorcycle manufacturer. This is a 
fact that EPA recognizes, but then, in 
effect, shrugs its shoulders with a “so 
what” attitude. 

The NPRM gives the EPA's per- 
spective on Harley-Davidson. Since the 
EPA spells it out pretty clearly, let me 
quote from the NPRM: “The 
economic impact of the proposed 78 
dB(A) standard on AMF/Harley- 
Davidson, the principal domestic 








manufacturer, is expected to be pri- 
marily manifested in terms of the 
ability of the firm to manufacture 
large displacement motorcycles which 
conform to EPA standards. For 
Harley-Davidson to achieve an 80 
dB(a) standard-it is apparent that at 
the very least, major redesign of their 
current large engine types incor- 
porating most known engine quieting 
techniques would be necessary. 

“One attraction of Harley-Davidson 
motorcycles is a uniquely identifiable 
exhaust tone that must dominate other 
subsources to be heard. Engine re- 
design could exact tonal charac- 
teristics and performance penalties 
that might, in themselves, impact 
demand for Harley-Davidson motor- 
cycles. 

“The proposed regulatory level of 78 
dB(A) is not considered achievable 
with modification to current Harley- 
Davidson engine designs. Complete re- 
designs, in addition to major exhaust 
and intake treatment, are likely to be 
necessary. 

“It is well accepted that Harley- 

Davidson motorcycles occupy a unique 
position in the U.S. motorcycle 
market. Harley-Davidson motorcycles 
have a devoted following and are ex- 
pected to be relatively insensitive to 
small price rises. Consequently, if 
engine designs acceptable to the con- 
sumer can be developed which meet 
the proposed standard, the firm would 
be expected to be able to raise 
necessary capital from its large parent 
corporation, AMF, and sell the new 
design at little sacrifice in profitabili- 
ty.” 
Unfortunately, while the agency 
recognizes that Harley-Davidson oc- 
cupies a unique spot in the motorcyle 
marketplace, it does.not - and cannot - 
be expected to know the Harley- 
Davidson consumer. The uniqueness 
of our product comes from its long- 
standing heritage and tradition. Our 
two-cylinder “V” engine configuration 
- or V-Twin - first appeared in 1909. 
Although it has undergone constant 
refinement, its existence through the 
years has built an extremely loyal con- 
sumer base. There is no other motor- 
cycle like it. While the EPA would 
have you think that other engines can 
be developed and constructed by 
Harley-Davidson that would not cause 
a substantial drop in our existing 
market, our first-hand experience tells 
us differently. Other designs might be 
accepted, but the reality of this is 
largely unknown. 

Additionally, what the agency terms 
as a “small price rise” comes out to 
$222 to $400 per vehicle in 1978 
dollars. Our market is not price insen- 
sitive, and those increases are hardly 
small. In any event, we have difficulty 
with the agency's statement that if we 
develop a new design, it will be “at lit- 
tle sacrifice to profitability.” Evidently 
the agency has little appreciation 
either for the massive capital expen- 
diture necessary to bring forth a new 
engine concept or the unique position 
of our current product. 

And still, we must again repeat the 
question: “Where's the benefit to the 
public?” What good would it do to 
force the spending of millions of 
dollars and place substantial risk in 
American industry when the result will 
not produce an environment that is 
noticeably freer of noise aggravations. 

Perhaps the Council on Wage and 
Price Stability puts it most clearly 
when it says that “It can be clearly 
seen,..that on the basis of the net 
benefit and incremental cost benefit 
ratio criteria that the 83 dB(A) level is 
the only appropriate regulatory level. 
A regulation should maximize the net 
benefits to society: Net benefits of 
$132.8 million for the 83 dB(A) level 
are higher than for any other regula- 
tory level.” e

Steve Hendricks shot to the front 
of the first 125cc Expert moto 
with Wes Kluckner and Barry 
Holem close behind. By midway 


through lap one Kluckner and Holem 
got by Hendricks and were battling for 
the lead. Ward Wiebe moved into 
third and one lap later he was battling 
Kluckner for second as Holem put the 
Powers/Yamaha into the lead. On the 
last lap Jay Horn got by Wiebe and 
Kluckner stayed on Holem’s rear 
fender to the finish. 

The well prepared Steve Dix track, 
tilled and watered between motos, was 
in superb condition despite a very 
strong south wind that tried to dry it 
out. Holem took the lead over 
Hendricks and Wiebe with Kluckner 
moving up through the pack to fourth.

Martin wins ST

“I’m still gonna get number one” 
yelled C.D. Martin from the 
ambulance; he had just found 
out he had a broken collarbone. 
Martin is currently leading in the 
KMSA point standings but his injury 
could make it difficult to unseat the 
present number one and 1977 
National Amateur Open TT Champ 
Tim Lindfors. 

It all took place in the 500cc final 
when Gary Schlickau took the lead 
over Martin and Todd Ratliff. Bill 
Snyder came from last, on Dave 
Aldana’s Houston TT Honda, to 
fourth only to come to a dead-engine 
stop in the first turn. On lap six C.D. 
highsided hard coming out of turn two 
and the race was stopped; this is when 
C.D. broke his collarbone. On the 
single-file restart Schlickau still led 
until he too fell in turn three. Todd 
Ratliff won but Martin came from last 
to third in one lap. 

Martin was back on the track a few 


. minutes later for the Open final, 


broken collarbone and all! He took the 
lead from the start over Max Wilson 
and Tim Lindfors and held it to the 
end. Wilson’s bike was running on one 
cylinder midway: through the race, 
which put Lindfors in second with 
Mark Kumle moving into third. 
Martin returned to the pits after his 
win, parked his bike, and painfully 
walked’ hunchbacked to the 
ambulance in the infield for medical 
attention. ; 

After-the KMSA points hungry 
Amateurs ran their finals it was time 
for the Pro racers to hit the well 
prepared track. Kirk England appears 
to be getting out of his winter slump as 
he led the final all the way. 

Phil Culver took the 250cc Pro lead 
with Scott Adams (who made all of his 
Novice advancement points during 


Daytona week and already has his XR- 


750 H-D well broken in and ready) 
close. Ron Belt slipped Adams back to 
third but Adams got it back 
immediately. On lap four Culver 
nearly highsided: coming into the front 
chute which let David Jones and 
Adams get by. A lap later Culver got 
back past Adams for second but Jones 
won. 

The 500cc Pro heat was a preview of 
things to come. Ron Belt chased 
Denny Byrne the entire distance until 
the last lap when he got by and won. 
This turn-about brought a’ Very 
surprised crowd and pits to their feet! 

In the final, Belt took the lead over 
Byrne and Adams and the trio ran 
away from the rest of the field. Adams 
got by Byrne on the inside on lap three 
but Belt was definitely out to show 
everyone his heat win and his TT win 
the week before was no fluke. Belt 
looks better now than he ever did 
before his injuries that put a stop to his 
racing career for nearly three years.

minute mark moved into fifth place. 

“I can go as fast and smoother than 
they are without doing all that tank- 
slapping, flopping around stuff. I’m 
not into that. It scares me, it always 
did. I think I was always a smooth 
rider. But nowadays you don’t have to 
be a good rider to race, all you have to 
do is turn it on and let your suspension 
take care of the holes. Just hang on 
and let it bounce through.” 

“Look at the 125cc pro class at any 
southern California local hero race, if 
one guy falls, there are ten guys of the 
same capabilities to take his place. 
They just hold it wide open and let the 
suspension do the rest,” he says. 
“When I was racing, you had to be in 
shape and learn to go around those 
holes because if you hit them you'd 
crash,” Gary recalls. “You didn’t have 
the suspension to go through them. 
You had to be smart, you had to pick 
the right line, hit that jump right, and 
lean back the right way. Now you can 
hit a jump any way you want and the 
bike will come out of it. That’s the 
reason the Europeans were so much 
better than us, they knew what was 
happening. We were just bouncing off 
the holes!” 

With both motos having been run, 
most of the pros were loading up or 
had already left the track. Gary Jones, 
who didn’t sit down for five minutes, 
was walking over to watch a friend 
race in the final 250cc Junior class 
race. Sitting on the embankment 
overlooking the track I asked Gary if 
having a factory ride affected his per- 
sonality and the way that he had dealt 
with people. He thought for amoment. 

“When we were racing for Honda 
and we'd come toa local race and 
somebody needed help, Iwas willing, 
or my dad was willing to help them. 
The factory riders, or at least some of 
the new ones, act like they're one step 
above you, not down here where they 
used to be. You know, ‘I’m cool, I have 
a, factory ride.’ I've noticed it. I used to 
say„hi to a couple in particular, shake 
hands, BS and mess around. Now you 
say hi to them and they wave and keep 
right on going. It's a weird thing, the 
factory changes you. 





“Eventually everyone is going to fall 
off the top, but it’s going to hurt those 
guys even more because people 
remember things that happen. 

“Hey, if somebody comes up to me 
and asks a question I try to help him, 
period.” 
= year Gary Jones rode part of 

the Supercross Series and “showed 
up at some of the 250cc Nationals and 
turned in a few top 15 rides. It wasn't 
an all-out assault to regain Number 
One. Gary was competing like the 
hundreds of riders who race in the 
Nationals whenever they can, but 
can’t afford to follow the whole cir- 
cuit. 

“I can't go traveling around the 
country just riding one class. I'd like to 
ride and show up at a couple: of 





Nationals, but I just can't afford to. 
There’ are hundreds of guys that are 
being ripped off and they think. it’s 
helping them. The AMA is looking at 
the factory thing where Bob Hannah is 
going to ride all three classes and win 
everything. Well, those guys are going 
to win no matter what. 

“Look at the guy who lives in the 
middle of Nowhere, Texas, and there 
is a 250cc National so he signs up to 
race the 250cc class. He races, and in 
three weeks there is a 125cc National, 
but he can’t ride that. And what if 
there is a 500cc National he can make 
it to? He wasn’t planning on riding all 
of them, he just wanted to ride and help 
the sport and he can’t even help him- 
self. 

“I think the whole idea (of racing 
just one class) is dumb, but what can I 
say, I’m only one voice.” He pauses 
and then chuckles to himself and then 


explains. 


“Before, when I went to the Florida 
MX Series and I was National Cham- 
pion, they'd (AMA) ask me what I 
thought of the track. I'd say that I 
think that corner over there needs to 
be changed, and they would whip over 
there and change it. Now, I can say 
that a corner is dangerous, that some- 
body is going to get hurt and their 
reaction is that Bob Hannah doesn’t 
think so, so it’s okay.” he laughs. 


“Bob Hannah and the guys that are 
winning deserve the money that they 
are getting because they are putting 
out the effort required to win. He de- 
serves it, he’s out there working hard, 
he’s out there training, it ain't fun. It 
is when it’s all done. How’s that story 
go? The winners laugh and tell funny 
stories, while the losers cry ‘deal the 
cards again.’” 

As the bikes were pulling off the 
track, Gary stood up to walk back to 
the van to start loading up. At the 
same time, a young kid rode by with 
an old CR125 Honda. I asked one 
final question: “Do you feel anything 
special when you see an old bike that 
you used to ride or help develop?” 

“When I see an old~Honda or 
Yamaha or Can-Am, it makes me feel 
good. I mean, hey, I used to ride one 
of those things. I helped develop that 
bike. > 

“But when I began to ride the Am- 
mex, I used to get bad-mouthed more 
than I was complimented. People were 
always asking me why I was riding the 
Ammex and saying that if I were on a 
real motorcycle I could be winning. I 
used to tell them that I own Ammex, 
and ask do you own Yamaha or what- 
ever? I realize now that the bike wasn't 
too good a few years ago, but it is now: 
It’s damn good now. We've got a good 
motorcycle. I may not be riding the 
bike to its full capabilities, but I’m still 
in the hun: every now and then. 

“One of the greatest things that I 
could ever hope to see would be my 
bike winning a National: Champion- 
ship. You wouldn’t even be able to talk 
to me,” Gary laughed. “My head 
would be ŝo big.

Thanks to the ABATE of North 
Dakota newsletter, Papa became 
aware of a letter from A. Ranald 
Mackenzie, President of the 
Motorcycling Doctors Association, 
to the New York Times. “The 
importance of 4,000 motorcycle 
fatalities in 1977 as a public health 
concern must be evaluated against 
a background of 350,000 deaths 
caused annually by smoking 
cigarettes and 200,000 alcohol- 
related deaths,” Dr. Mackenzie 
writes in response to NHTSA 
Administrator Joan Claybrook’s 
release of 1977 helmet-repeal state 
fatality’ statistics. ‘‘What Miss 
Claybrook carefully conceals (and 
of which she has been duly 
informed),”” Mackenzie continues, 
“is the sharp increase also in 
automobile fatalities in 1977. 


Furthermore, some of the largest. 


increases in motorcycle fatalities 
have occurred in states like New 
York where the increase is 41%, 
New Jersey (67%), Massachusetts 
(40%), Ohio (35%), West Virginia 
(73%, Georgia (71%), and Wyoming 
(202%). In none of those states has 
the helmet law been repleased.” 
Mackenzie's letter was written in 
Januay 1979. Wonder what the 
Motorcycling Doctors Association 
has to say about “St. Joan's” latest 
attack? 


Robert Wakefield, 38, formerly of 
Indianapolis, IN, was killed when the 
rear wheel of his road racer apparently 
locked as he approached turn one at 
the May 20 ARRA Ontario event. 
Wakefield. was taken to San Antonio 
Hospital but died soon after the crash. 
He was competing in the Open GP 
class on a 750cc Yamaha-powered bike 
of his own design. No details on 
funeral arrangements were available 
at presstime,

Guest Editorial 





Let’s be logical 

No doubt about it, the AMA’s 
claiming rule is a hot item. Many 
people have strong feelings on 


‘the subject. There also appears 


to have been some emotionalism and 
political pressure involved in the 
recent decision to “temporarily” 
remove the claiming rule from profes- 
sional motocross. 

I'd like to suggest stepping back a 
pace and looking at the whole situation 
logically. Is the claiming rule good for 
the sport of professional motorcycle 
racing? Why? Why not? What was the 
intent of the claiming rule? Does it 
work? And the bottom line question: 
Does it make the show better? 

It’s always difficult to view, logically 
and dispassionately, an issue which 
affects you personally. Many of the 
“reasons” for and against the claiming 
rule that I have heard in the past few 
weeks don't really make much sense to 
me. At the same time, I can 
sympathize or relate to the feelings 
behind the “reasons.” 

I can understand the bitterness of a 
factory tuner who has put so much of 
his time, energy and self into a 
machine, (albeit he is paid to do so) 
only to see it disappear into the hands 
of a stranger. He feels robbed; it is not 
the bike that someone took it was his 
time, energy and ideas. Not only that, 
but he had no choice in the matter, so 
it is easy to view the act as stealing. 

On the other hand, building good, 
innovative machinery is what he is 
paid to do; it is his job. He took that 
job knowing all the rules and that one 
of those rules said that anyone 
competing in the same race as his rider 
had the right to attempt to take it for 
himself. It is not as if the entire 
situation was a complete surprise. 

I can: also understand and 
sympathize with the feelings of the 
upcoming, unsponsored, privateer 
who feels: “If only I had that type of 
equipment, I would be better able to 
place higher or win.” He feels bitter. 
He doesn’t have the facilities or the 
money nor, very often, the knowledge 
and experience needed to build that 
machine; but he knows it would make 
him go faster. Sometimes he is correct 
in his assumptions and sometimes not. 

Then there’s the privateer who can’t 
even buy the special pieces, whether or 
not he has the money. They just aren’t 
for sale. That fact upsets him. Is that 
fair? Why should someone who is 
already a bit more talented than he be 
allowed to compete on even better 
equipment? 

However, like the tuner, these riders 
became involved in the sport of pro- 
fessional motorcycle racing knowing 
the rules and because they wanted to 
race. To compete is their choice. 

In motocross one of the basic rules 
allows anyone to compete on what is 
basically a one-off machine. So why, 
when a factory rider races a one-off, 
special machine, do they feel so put 
upon? Of course, it is generally much 
easier to believe that it was the trick 
bike that beat you rather than the 
superior skills, talent, determination 
or ability of the rider himself. Usually 
the latter is the truth. 

Given the current set of rules in 
AMA Professional Racing, I don’t feel 
the claiming rule contributes anything 
to the show except a lot of hard 
feelings and a propagation of some 
myths about what the rule itself is 
supposed to do. I think the claiming 
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rule only makes sense when there is a 
broad homologation base governed by 
rather strict rules, It then plays the 
small, but rather important, part of a 
last ditch, catch-all, rule for those who 
find inventive and usually expensive 
ways around the-strict rules governing 
what they can and can’t do to the 
machinery they are racing. It is sort of 
a final equalizer for what is meant to 
be equal machinery racing. The 
claiming rule serves the purpose of an 
enforcer for the rest of the rules, since 
the officials of the sanctioning organi- 
zation can’t always be one step ahead 
of all the participants. 

Given those circumstances, the 
claiming rule is good for the sport, and 
it works. Ideally, the racing, the show 
itself, is closer and more exciting, and 
the gap between the factories and the 
privateer participants is narrower. 
Those circumstances also determine, 
to a degree, how much money is 
needed to successfully compete in that 
type of racing; lots, even more, or 
outrageous! 

The AMA currently does not 
require a large number of machines 
for homologation in any form of pro- 
fessional racing. When the claiming 
rule was first incorporated into the 


. Tule book, in the late '40s or early 


’50s there were 200 identical machines 
capable of being licensed required for 
homologation. The rules governing 
any changes were quite strict 
compared to today’s rules. The 
claiming rules made sense. 

Now, for Class C dirt track and road 
racing, just one complete machine and 
24 engines are required. For 
motocross, one-off bikes are allowed. 
Given those parameters, the claiming 
rule is ridiculous. It simply can’t work. 
It fosters the illusion that, .the 
machinery used is basically equal (or 
else why would they have a claiming 
rule) while in fact the basic rules of the 
sport do not state that such equality 
must exist. 

If the AMA is going to keep the 
current “one-off and very low 
number required for homologation, 
the claiming rule should be removed 
from the Professional Racing Rule 
Books. If they want to make racing 
“closer and as equal as possible to 
make the show even better than we 
currently have,” then they should 
consider increasing the homologation 
number and stiffening up the rules. 
No one can reasonably expect the 
claiming rule to equalize things all by 
itself, 

Some people may feel that the 
claiming rule should be removed from 
motocross but not from Class C. If it is 
supposed to be acting as an equalizer 
(a lazy way out instead of changing 
some basic rules), the opposite would 
be true. Sixteen of the 22 dirt track 
nationals were won by privateer riders 
last season, and only three national 
motocrosses were won by a privateer 
rider. 

No matter what the rules say, 
generally the best rider is going to win 
the race or the championship, though 
the result can be affected by luck, both 
good and bad. The rules merely 
determine how close the racing wili be 
and by what margin the best rider will 
win, on a good day. They also affect 
the way upcoming riders view their 
chances of winning: realistically. 

The rulemakers also should be 
realistic, im this case about the 
claiming rule.

Motocomplaint 


I am making an official complaint 
about the running of the AMA District 
36 Hollister Hills MX which was run 
on Apr. 29, 1979; promoted by J’hont 
MX. 

The following are the reasons for 
this complaint: 

1. We were charged a $4 gate fee 
for a track which cannot be viewed 
at any point in the track. I feel we 
were robbed. 

2. I have been to many MX events 
in the two years my son has been 
racing and have never had to listen 
to profane language being spoken 
over the p.a. system during the 
rider's meeting, or any time during 
the racing event. My children 
should not have to come in con- 
tact with officials of a track which 
would conduct themselves in this 
manner also. 

3. Besides the bad language over the 
microphone, the track was most 
unsafe, as many MX courses are, 
but the promoters made this one 
especially unsafe by not providing 
flagmen. It was conveyed to me 
that at a prior event run at Hol- 
lister Hills by the above mentioned 
promoters a rider laid with a 
broken leg in the bushes for quite 
a length of time before a spectator 
found him. And even at that time 
it was impossible for the ambu- 
lance to reach him. 

I wish my complaints to be heard 
and I expect something to be done. 
Some of the riders who were making 
these complaints were told over the 
loud speaker that if they didn’t like the 
way the track was being run then they 
could pack their gear up, get their 
money back, and “get the hell out.” 
(By the way, the person over the loud 
speaker was supposedly a lady.) 

This was the first AMA MX event 
that my family has ever attended. We 
were very upset with the way things 
went and I’m sorry to say but if this 
track represents the AMA we will 
never even attempt to attend another.

Behind the locals were Howerton, 
Kevin Pracon, Kippy Pierce, Hannah, 
Jimmy Weinert and Mark Gregson. 


By lap six, Howerton had worked 
his way past the pair and snared the 
lead. Hannah was right behind in hot 
pursuit. Soon the two were battling, 
but Hannah found Howerton no easy 
mark and couldn't berm-shot by. 
Rough whoops infested the track, 
accompanied by criss-crossing ruts, 
and Howerton’s determination held 
Hannah back. Even when Hannah did 
get into the lead on two occasions, 
Howerton just .plucked. it right back

from him. This madness drove the 
crowd wild for six laps. 

Then it happened! Somewhere 
around the course Hannah rapped his 
hand on a fence post and was left with 
a broken little finger. The pain was 
obviously intense, but Hannah still 
continued to hound Howerton for 
another 10 minutes of the moto. 
Then, blinded with pain and his over- 
powering will to win, Hannah lost 
control landing off a jump and his 
Yamaha OW-40 careened through the 
trackside snow fence, over a pile of 
tires, cartwheeling across the ground. 
Within 10 seconds Hannah remounted 
and was back on the track again, but 
Howerton had the safety margin he 
needed to win the moto. 

Behind Howerton and runnerup 
Hannah, Mike Guerra turned in a 
fantastic ride to snare third ahead of 
LOP’s\Mark Gregson, Fred Vertucci, 
Hi-Point’s Frank Stacy and local star 
Mark Robillard. 

After the second moto spun its way 
off the concrete starting pad, 
Howerton and Hannah took three laps 
to get around Vertucci and find the 1- 
2 spots. Back and forth the Team 


Suzuki and Yamaha stars cut each 
other off from one turn to the next. By 
the fifth lap. Hannah began pulling 
away. 

. “Td really pulled my back out in 
some of those. holes out there and it 
started hurting bad and I had to slow 
down,” said Howerton later. 

Hannah continued to stretch his 
lead considerably, although still in 
pain from the broken finger he 
suffered in the first moto. Suddenly, 
halfway into the race his usually 
reliable Yamaha ground to a halt with 
a broken transmission. Hannah 
fiddled with the bike for a moment 
and then dragged it off the track and 
began the long walk back to the pits. 

For Howerton it was clear sailing. 
All he had to do was coast to the win. 

Honda’s Steve Wise had charge his 
way up from mid-pack and then 
passed Guerra on the next-to-last lap 
for runnerup honors. Wise had been 
forced to retire from the first moto 
with a sand-ingested engine. 

JoJo Keller brought his Bettencourt. 
Honda in for fourth ahead of Darren 
Rhoten, Stacy and Robillard. 

Team Kawasakis Jimmy Weinert 


had a difficult time all day coping with 
the sand track, finishing 8-9 on the 
Uni-Trak Kawasaki. j 


500cc National 


Raw gut horsepower and an 
impressive lineup of riders turned the 
first 500cc National of the season into 
an earth-shaking version of Star Wars. 

Team Yamaha was out to conquer 
the one class they didn’t already have 
clamps on, and they had reigning 


- National Champion Rick Burgett, last 


year’s runnerup Rex Staten, and Mike 
Bell on new 425cc Yamaha OW-4Is to 
sway the odds in their favor. They 
were going up against Honda’s Gary 
Semics on a new RC-450-79 and Marty 
Smith with his home-brew Mugen- 
kitted RC-360; Kawasakis Tommy 
Croft and Gaylon Mosier on 420cc KX 
Uni-Traks; Suzuki’s Danny LaPorte 
and Darrell Shultz on all-new cylinder- 
reed-inducted RN-400-79 machines; 
plus Maico’s Denny Swartz, Keystone 
Motocross Center’s Mickey Kessler and 
Moto-X Fox's Billy Grossi. 


As it turned out, only Marty Smith 
proved to be uncompetitive as he 


_ appeared unable:to get himself dialed- 
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in to the track. Everyone else turned 
the race into a fierce 10-way battle. It 
was completely unreal and certainly 
one of the most exciting races since the 
1976 Battle of New Orleans National. 

As huge displacement pistons nearly 
knocked them as high in the air as in 
transferring motion down the track 
with forward acceleration, the stars 
ran the entire first half of the opening 
moto grouped no more than four 
seconds apart. Keeping track of lead 


changes around: the course was 
impossible as everyone from Shultz to 
Staten to Burgett and the others took 
their turn up front whenever there was 
room to stuff a front wheel through. 


On the sixth lap, Can-Am’s Greg 
Robertson and Maico’s Parry Klassen 
joined the ruckus. 


At the halfway point, things ironed 
themselves out somewhat as LaPorte 
took command of the lead and began 


pulling out a wheel or two from the 
Staten, Croft, Kessler, Bell, 
Robertson, Shultz, Grossi and Burgett 
dice. Stalling his Kawasaki in a turn 
cost Croft two positions. Bell dropped 
back even further when he hit a 
downed rider and broke off both 
control levers but still remounted to 
get back in the hunt. 

As the moto entered the final lap, 
Mickey Kessler had worked his 
Keystone. Yamaha into third behind 


LaPorte and Staten only to run out of 
gas on the far side of the track. 

LaPorte collected the win just ahead 
of Staten, Croft, Shultz, Bell, Burgett 
and Grossi. 

The second. 40-minute-plus-two-lap 
moto kicked off with a huge pileup in 
the first turn which took down Grossi, 
Croft and LaPorte to lessen the 
fighting forces out front. Darrell 
Shultz had the lead, but not by much, 
over Burgett, Semics — who had 
dropped back a lap in the first moto 
with bike problems, Chris Myers and 
Kessler. The other first: moto flashes 
like Bell and Mosier were back further 
in the pack. 

Positions were hardly remaining 
secure out front as first Burgett took 
the lead from Shultz, then Semics took 
it away from Burgett. Then Shultz was 
back out in front again as Semics 
paused for a soil sample and Burgett 
ripped off his shift lever. 

“The shifter broke right when I was 
leading and left me stuck in second 
gear,” said Burgett aferwards. “It 
didn’t dawn on me until the last few 
laps to pull into the pits and get it 
wrenched into third gear so I could at 
least go a little faster.” 

Almost not noticed at first was 
Danny LaPorte who had rejoined the 
race in the back-of the pack and nearly 
half a lap behind the leaders after the 
first lap, first turn get-together. By the 
30-minute point, Danny was already 
up to third place and closing in on the 
leaders — Shultz and Mosier. 

“I felt like I was just riding smooth 
and hard the whole race., .not. going 
over the bumps but picking the 
smooth lines. I thought I could at least 
catch back up to everyone else, but 
when I started passing Burgett and 
then the others...” LaPorte really 
began clicking gears. “The bike was 
really working well,” he said after the 
event. 

LaPorte had spent the last few 
weeks in California tuning the new 
RN-400-79 Suzuki into his own version 
of a DeCoster replica, and the time 
and work paid off. 

With four laps to go, Burgett 
roosted past. Suzuki teammate Shultz 
and continued to pull away for an even 
larger margin of victory than in the 
first moto. 

Rocket Rex Staten edged out Shultz 
for second overall when Mosier bailed 
over in a berm, losing his third place 
to Staten while trying for nearly a lap 
to get his bike restarted. Semics 
collected fourth ahead of Kessler, 
Croft, Smith and Arlo Englund who 
was riding a Vickery Yamaha. e

Gary

Gary Jones’ first official 250cc MX National Championship title came in 1972. It 
was actually his second successive 250cc title in that he had been the Top American 
in the final year of the Inter-AMA Series. In both years Jones rode under contract to 
Yamaha. 

1973 saw Jones on a factory Honda after a dispute with Yamaha and the racing 
manager, Pete Schick. He again outdzstanced the competition for the crown, and, 
just as quickly, went looking for another sponsor when Honda said they had no 
Open class bike for him to contest the Trans-AMA with. 

Can-Am contracted Jones to ride for 1974 and he rewarded them with his third 
successive 250cc. National crown. This time it looked like he was ready tg stay put 
and when 1975 rolled around he was still riding under the Can-Am banner. 

Unfortunately, fate stepped in to take a hand in the proceedings at the Daytona 
Supercross in March 1975. During practice a rider crashed in a turn ahead of Jones 
and the throttle on the downed btke stuck wide open. When he rounded the corner 
and put his foot down, he found it entangled in the rear wheel of the bike. The 
result was that he suffered a split ankle socket and 16 bone breaks. The injury did 
not heal and some bones were re-broken twice before the breaks knitted properly. 
Nine months were spent in a cast with an additional two months of therapy needed 
to strengthen the leg muscles before Gary was able to walk easily. It is four years 
since the accident and Gary says that there are still times when the ankle gives him 
intense pain. He has learned to live with it. ` 

The'accident, however, was a turning point. Although it marked the departure 
of Gary Jones from a position of power on the National circuit, it opened another 
door to him - that of what he proudly refers to today as “my bzke.” 

It was during this period of healing en 1975 that Gary and his father Don pooled 
their money and bought out Cooper Motorcycles, renaming the company Ammex. 

One other thing happened to Gary Jones while he was healing - he found out that 
there were a lot of other things in life besides racing. It has been said that for every 
kid who owes all his success to his father, there are just as many or more who have 
failed because of overbearing parental intrusion. Don Jones could fall into both 
categories. Although he pushed and prodded Gary into becoming the champion he 
was, many would say that he may also have burned out his son with a Spartan 
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regimen of only, motorcycles without a dash of lighthearted living to temper the 
balance. 

Four years have passed since the accident and Gary Jones is very comfortable in 
his life style as it stands now. It hurt him to give up the challenge of the Nationals 
and it still does, but he is busy making the Ammex into a first class MX’er. The 
pressure of competition is off, and it shows. 

The shop from which the Joneses conduct business, build and test race bikes, and 
conduct all the other business connected with Ammex, is situated in a small 
industrial park. The walls are covered with banners and posters proclaiming great 
moments in the past history of Gary Jones. There are even a few spots left for the 
future. 

It was Friday and there was a local MX at the nearby Saddleback Park the 
following day. It came as no surprise, then, to find Gary Jones working on a race 
bike. 

The talk, bench racing, and everything connected with hanging around a racing 
shop on the day before a race continued throughout the day and took up where it 
left off the following morning at the track. Surprisingly, at the track Gary Jones was

‘ou.know, it doesn’t look like 
I'll be riding in the Nation- 
als this year,” said Gary Jones as 
he got up from his milk crate in 
the Jones family’s Walnut, California, 
workshop. He slowly walked over to a 
lathe to modify a part he had been 
working on. “I might get my license 
later on, but I don’t have it now.” 
Stated as a fact rather than a regret, 
he raises his voice to be heard over the 
clatter of the machine. “I can't com- 
pete. You have to train to be able to 
compete and I’m having too much fun 


one more number on the starting gate, one more rider on the 


messing around.” Turning off the 
lathe and walking back to the bikes he 
continues, “I admit it. I’m not like 
some of the guys who won't. I’m not as 
fast as some twenty-year-old kid. I'm 
smoother and faster in the corners and 
I know the better lines, but I’m sure 
not faster. 

“When I won my three 250cc 
National Championships in 1972, '73, 
and '74 I was there at the right time 
and it was my turn,” Jones recalled. I 
was only 19, 20, 21. Look at Bob Han- 
nah, he's basically the same age and 
the guy's hot!” The -seriousness in his 











voice increased. “So was I at the time. 
There was nobody who could beat me. 
If they were in front of me I didn’t care 
what I had to do, I’d just turn it on 
and pass them back. That’s the way I 
looked at it. If they could go that fast, 
I could go faster.” 

“I can’t do it anymore, I don’t want 
to quit. I still like to ride the Nationals 
and if I were to train and had a 
mechanic who could build two iden- 
tical bikes for the 250cc class, I could 
go out and compete this year. No 
doubt about it. 

“However, to really race you have to 
give up so many other things that I 
never got to do as a kid. I was totally 
into racing. I never partied or had a 
girlfriend. I was into racing. Now I’m 
having a good time. 

“Hell, 99% of the people at local 
races just race because it’s fun. It’s a 
kick in the butt. You know the people 
that I’m talking about, they'll party 

| the night before a race and then try to 

| win the next day. There’s no way that 

| they will ever win a National Cham- 
pionship, but they're having a hell of a 
good time. 

“Like in any other sport, one minute 
you're there and the next minute no- 
body knows you. Look at Tony Di 
Stefano. He hurt his knee and that was 
it. You get hurt and it will definitely 
slow you down. But now he’s got his 
new car, a bit of money and a couple 
of girlfriends. It’s hard to be serious all 
the time. Everybody-knows that. I try 
to be serious, but for me right now it’s 
just impossible because I'd have to give 
up too many other things.” ; 


Siting in a Denny's restaurant a few 

hours later, Gary is stirring a bowl 
of clam chowder. It’s well past the af- 
ternoon rush and there are few others 
in the place besides a waitress clearing 
a counter. “When I hurt my leg,” he 
says, “I was riding for Can-Am.” It 

fhad been over three years since he 
broke his leg during practice for the 
1975 Daytona Supercross and the 
prospect of having to tell the story 
again seemed to bother him. He 
looked up. 

“The day of the race they let every- 
one out on -the track for practice. 
There were too many riders on the 
track. Guys were falling everywhere. 
You couldn’t practice. Then Peter 
Lampuu fell in the inside of a corner 
and his bike was lying there with the 
engine running wide open. I came 
whipping into the corner, stuck my 
foot out, and stepped right into his 
rear wheel. And that’s as far as I 
went,” said Jones. “I was in a cast for 
nine months. When I finally got out of 
the cast my leg was as small as a tooth- 
pick and so weak I could barely ride. 
Still, I tried to ride right away in some 
easy events like the S.C.O.R.E. and 
Parker desert races and stuff like that, 
where you didn’t have to be in really 
good condition. I definitely wanted to 
start racing again.” 


eo was only a single car on the 
access road leading back to the 
freeway and the Jones’ shop in Wal- 
nut. It was late afternoon and other 
than an older couple heading towards 
the restaurant about a mile back up 
the road, the area was devoid of 
people and buildings. 

“It's great out here,” Gary says, 
nodding to the surrounding hills. “We 
don’t have to load up the van and 
drive an hour to Saddleback Park just 
to test a new part or go riding for a lit- 
tle bit. All we do is ride out the back 
door of the shop.” 

A shift into fifth gear brings the 
Datsun Z-car up to speed while a mild 
oscillation builds in the front end. En- 
tering the freeway on-ramp, vibra- 
tion worsens until, as the speedometer 





touches eighty-miles-per-hour, the car 
is shaking violently. 

Jones glances to his left to check 
traffic. then looks straight ahead. “It’s 
out of alignment,” he says, a smile 
forming as he turns his head. “My 
sister, Lois, ran into a curb the other 
day.” He backs off the throttle and 
merges with traffic, still smiling. 

The rest of the way back to the shop 
I wonder about how close this family 


I’m into motorcycles - especially mine. 
It’s something that you dream about, 
but never believe that you could do 
yourself and we're doing it! 

“We started Ammex (in 1975). while 
my leg was still in a cast. We happened 
to have money from racing and win- 
nings plus my Dad had money and 
four motorcycle shops, so we put it all 
together and bought out Cooper 
motorcycles. We figured that we could 
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must be to endure the ups and downs 
they've had. I thought of Don Jones’ 
critics, of how they said that he mis- 
guided Gary’s career. As we pulled up 
to the shop, I ask about the comments 
and if he had any regrets. 

“Some people say that he’s a bad 


_ guy, and he is to a point,” he answers 


almost as if he expected the question. 
“He says what he thinks. If he thinks 
you're an ass, he'll tell you're an ass 
and to go away, because basically if 
you are, you are. 

“He helped me a lot. He’d push my 
brother DeWayne and I. Everyone gets 
lazy, especially a kid. If I didn’t want 
to practice he'd say I had better, or I 
wouldn’t be able to race on Sunday. 
You know the kind of deal. He’d make 
us get up in the morning and work 
out. But at least he would push us in 
the right direction. He cared.” 
fer the shop is a gathering not un- 

like that in hundreds of garages 
across the country on the night before 
a race. In the front office are Don 
Jones, Mrs. Jones, Lois and a few of 
Gary's friends sitting around talking 
and watching Gary help a friend pre- 
pare his bike for tomorrow’s race. It 
was quite obvious that he was enjoying 
what he was doing. He had talked 
about it earlier. 

“The reason that I keep racing, 
whether it’s showing up at a National 
or racing here locally every week, is 
because I love to ride motorcycles,” he 
says. “I also like to help these guys 
learn to ride and work on their bikes. 
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race it, change this part, put this part 
here, put one of these on it, and we'd 
have a motorcycle that would work. 
Then we could send them to. Mexico, 
they could copy and build them, and 
we'd sell them. But we didn’t realize 
that we would have so much trouble 
on our hands. Eventually we got it 
right, it just took three years longer 
than we thought it would. 

“We've had so much trouble trying 
to develop this motorcycle. A year ago, 
I could break it on any given day if I 
rode it as hard as I could. We were 
having, primarily, transmission, 
motor and clutch problems. 

“I could turn that sucker on and in 
three laps it'd be broken. Hell, I'd give 
up. I wouldn’t ride it anymore. I was 
mad! Then my Dad would come up 
and say, ‘Okay, we'll fix it, calm down. 
We'll try something else. Don’t ride it 
as hard. Be mellow.’ He'd talk me 
back into doing it. 

“Then at times it would work the 
other way, where he'd want to give up 
and I'd talk him back into it. We've 
done this hundreds of times. It’s a 
good thing that we both haven't got- 
ten disgusted at the same time or we'd 
be out of it. 

“Damn, you talk about heart- 
break,” Gary continues, “I was 
walking around with a lump in my 
throat the first time that we took the 
bike out to the Nationals. We were 
racing at Unadilla and we. went 
through eight or nine motors before 
the race. It was breaking down every 





week, We should have stayed at home. 

“We knew how to do it right, it just 
cost so much that we had to do it slow. 
There was no way that we could have 
put in a new transmission like the one 
we have now that fast. So we did what 
we could. We'd say, maybe if we made 
this gear and the one next to it a little 
wider, maybe the others wouldn't 
break if the ones next to it were good. 
Eventually, we replaced the whole 
thing, but it just took time.” 

Right or wrong, Gary and Don Jones 
have always had their own ways of 
doing things. At times they have chal- 
lenged established practices. Ammex 
is one of those times. Don described 
Ammex’s marketing approach thusly, 
“If you have something good, people 
come and get it, and if it isn’t any 
good, you had better be a damn good 
salesman.” Gary was a bit more speci- 
fic in his description. 

“Ammex isn’t going to go wide open 
like all the big companies, obviously 
we haven't, because we can’t. We're 
just taking it slow, making sure every- 
thing is right. We're keeping a low 
profile and letting them sell them- 
selves, which they are doing.” 

“We're going to get quite a few of 
these novices out here (California) 
winning all the time and that will 
prove the bike is good.” 

Don finished the thought. “Now as 
far as I’m concerned, I’m going to help 
the novices and maybe intermediate 
class riders, but I don’t want any pros! 
Professional riders aren’t going to do 
me any good - unless you have the 
best, because if he isn’t winning, 
there’s something wrong with the 
motorcycle. So what’s a pro going to 
do for my motorcycle? Not anything as 
far as I’m concerned. But a novice and 
intermediate can. Then if he makes 
pro, fine, = him going. The novices 
are the people that are going to buy 
your motorcycle. They're the people 
that need a little help anyway. Every- 
one started out as one of those guys.” 

Ever since Gary and Don started off 
on the Ammex project, they haye had 
difficulties dealing with the Mexican 
Moto Islo factory. 

“There’s a communication barrier 
dealing with the Mexicans,” Gary says. 
“They didn’t understand what we were 
doing with the motorcycle. They only 
ride them on the street and when they: 
get to a chuckhole, they stop and go in 
and out of it,” he laughs. “They don’t 
understand that we are hitting them as 
fast as the motorcycle will go!” In a 
more serious tone he continues, “Now 
they have gone to a few races and un- 
derstand what we are doing. They're 
still a bit behind the times, but they’re 
catching up.” 


TE early morning fog, quite com- 
mon to the area, had yet to burn 
off the hillsides, lending a rather 
dreamlike appearance to the track as 
30 250cc pros blasted up the start hill 
at Saddleback Park. For Gary Jones 
the second turn on this particular 
Saturday would turn into a bad dream 
that he would spend the next 40 
minutes trying to overcome. One of 
the seven riders in front of him fell, 
leaving Gary no choice, or time, to 
avoid the inevitable crash. While they 
were both picking up their bikes, the 
rest of the pack would pull away to 
almost a 30 second lead before Jones 
would get started. 

“I know that I can go as fast as any- 
one. I know that! But I’m not in shape, 
so maybe it’s only for a few laps. You 
have to be able to hang on for all that 
time.” 

It would be hard to dispute this af- 
ter Jones worked his way up through 
the backmarkers and before the 30

Englishman Neil Hudson, aboard a Maico, 
backed up his victory in Italy the previous week- 
end with another win in the Belgian round of 
the 250cc World Championship MX Series, 


and effectively established him- 
self as the principle threat to 
present points leader Hakan 
Carlqvist. 


Carlqvist, a Swedish Husqvarna 
rider, .took second overall from 
reigning World Champion Gennady 
Moiseev and his KTM, despite, spark- 
ling local legend Harry Everts taking 
his works Suzuki to a popular brace of 
wins in two scintillating motos. Everts, 
the current 125cc MX World Cham- 
pionship points leader, was not eligible 
for championship points in the 250cc 
class. 

The opening encounter saw Moiseev 
hurtle into the first turn ahead of Jaak 
van Velthoven (KTM), Rolf Dieffen- 
bach (Uni-Trak Kawasaki) and Hud- 
son, but Carlqvist, taking a wide line 
to “avoid trouble,” was caught amid- 


ships and flipped off the Husky. For- 
tunately he emerged unscathed, and 
after pausing for a few moments to 
straighten out the front end, took off 
in dazzling pursuit of the field. 

Jim Pomeroy (Bultaco) was an early 
retirement when he and Hans Maisch 
(Maico) collided whilst wrestling for 
eleventh slot on the second lap. 
Pomeroy's right leg somehow jammed 
beneath the Maico’s rear fender and 
he was dragged off his bike, badly 
wrenching his left knee and putting 
himself out of both motos prior to a 
hospital visit for X-rays the following 
day.
